The Alberta Seniors Games 
may be six months away but be¬ 
hind the scenes the action is al¬ 
ready heating up. 

Canadian Western Natural 
Gas has committed $24, 500 to 
the games for the opening and 
closing ceremonies, as well as a 
percentage of the Premier’s re¬ 
ception. They are the first ma¬ 
jor sponsor to come forward to 
support the games. 

“Things are starting to heat 
up,” said Roy Brassard, chair 
of the Friends of the Games. 
“We are getting all kinds of in¬ 
terest from all kinds of sources 
and things are going very well.” 

Canadian Western Natural 
Gas will also be responsible for 
coordinating the torch relay 
that will occur between Dids¬ 
bury and Olds.

Town councillor, Don Watt's 
patience is running a little thin. 
He was in the audience when 
Marz made reference to speak¬ 
ing with town council and felt 
that there had been some mis¬ 
representation. 

"I was really disappointed in 
the statement made by our MLA 
as to the fact that nobody had 
any problem (with the health 
region," said Watt. 

Besides, he added, the adver¬ 
tisements placed by the health 
authority made it seem as 
though the agenda would be 
open for all types of discussion. 
He says he was highly disap¬ 
pointed with the way the ground 
rules were set out. 

Those that did decide it might 
be worth it to participate in the 
workshop for the provincial con¬ 
sultation regarding long term 
care brought forward issues for 
seniors' long term care such as 
need for access to services, more 
physicians especially in outly¬ 
ing communities such as Cre¬ 
mona, lodge accommodation, 
communication, access to 
Home Care both medically and 
practically, outreach services 
needed in outlying areas, lead¬ 
ership and funding. 

Some did managed to 
squeeze in some regional con¬ 
cerns and stated that they felt 
acute care services needed to 
be maintained to ensure the 
health and safety of seniors in 
the 21st century.

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Federal Hep C compensation not 
adequate says local victim

Hepatitis C has made ClifT 
Howie sick, but what sickens 
him even more is what he be¬ 
lieves to be a disgusting com¬ 
pensation offer made by the fed¬ 
eral government in recent 
weeks. 

Howie, 66, who was infected 
with the debilitating disease in 
one of two blood transfusions 
in 1985 and in 1990, says he has 
refused the latest offer of com¬ 
pensation being relayed to him 
through his lawyer. 

Howie is one of the estimated 
50 to 60,000 people in Canada 
who were not covered under the 
initial, and much more compre¬ 
hensive, compensation package. 

Anyone infected before 1986 
is considered to have been given 
the disease before there were 
tests available to detect the dis¬ 
ease. 

The deal that the federal gov¬ 
ernment has come forward with 
is a one time payment of $10,000. 
Howie says that after lawyer's 
fees are paid that would leave 
him with $7,500, and he be¬ 
lieves his life is worth more 
than that. 

As he explains in his victim s 
statement provided as part of 
the class action suit, "They, the 
government, have taken my life 
from me and my family and I 
feel when the end (death) comes 
near I want to be able to hire 
private nurses and whatever 
else is necessary to make my 
last days comfortable." 

Even now, he says he is un¬ 
comfortable and knows this is 
only the beginning. He was only 
diagnosed just over one year 
ago. 

Local Member of Parliament, 


Myron Thompson says he 
agrees with Howie concerning 
the inadequate offer. 

"That is far below what they 
(the feds) offered to HIV victims 
who received tainted blood and 
I don't see why they should be 
treated any differently... It is 
very discriminatory," says 
Thompson when asked about 
Howie's case. 

It isn't perfectly clear when 
Howie may have contracted the 
Hepatitis C because he received 
two blood transfusions, one in 
1985, which is not covered by 
the larger blanket deal offered 
to victims, and one in 1990. 
Howie has said that both times 
he sometimes wishes they would 
have just let him die - it would 
have avoided the physical pain 
he experiences every day like 
throbbing headaches and gut 
wrenching twists and turns in 
his stomach. 

Howie remembers the day he 
found out he'd been infected 
when the doctor called. 

"I just couldn't believe it." 

Now, he has to believe it 
because the reality is in his 
face. 

He says it would have also 
taken away the emotional pain, 
the pain of knowing his life will 
end because of this disease and 
knowing that there is little he 
can do to comfort his family 
including his wife Eileen who 
has struggled through every 
step of this journey with him. 

She supports her husband’s 
decision to decline the compen¬ 
sation package offered, and his 
decision to continue to fight, 
even if that means a private 
civil lawsuit. 

"I won’t stop until I go under 
ground. As long as I draw 
breathe I'm going to fight," says 
Howie with a definite powerful 


conviction in his voice. 

Howie has no misconception 
about what the fight will entail. 
He says he knows that he is just 
a single man fighting for his 
right to live and the federal 
government is an ominous force. 

But anyone who knows 
Howie, knows that he won t 
ever go down lightly. He will 
make a lot of noise to be sure 
that everyone knows what hap¬ 
pened, and makes sure it will 
never happen again. 

He has written letters to 
many Ministers, lawyers and 
politicians and he doesn't dis¬ 
guise the way he feels nor where 
he lays the blame. 

Howie plans to have a stamp 
made up that will read "The Hep 
C Scandal - Canada's Crime of 
the Century." He will stamp 
this on all the letters he writes 
to those he believes need to hear 
the story including those politi¬ 
cians. 

He says it wasn't the doctors 
but the government, who he 
believes had the ability to test 
blood long before 1986. 

He calls it not only a dis¬ 
grace and injustice, but mur¬ 
der. 

In the meantime, the Howie 
family continues to monitor 
everything that has anything 
to do with the tainted blood 
scandal. Cliff has a briefcase 
full of newspaper clippings and 
he offers a videotape of an in¬ 
vestigative report for viewing. 
He has a novel, non- fiction 
thinly veiled as fiction about 
another tainted blood scandal, 
on the table which he will get to 
reading when he is feeling a 
little better. 

But better isn't often. The 
doctor reports that he may soon 
have to go through bouts of 
dialysis. He holds up a piece of 
paper with the word written in 
blue ink across it a number of 
times during the interview. It's 
almost as if he can't believe how 
far it has gotten and needs the 
proof in his hands. 

These days he sleeps most of 
the day away, and Eileen ad¬ 
justs to being on her own dur¬ 
ing that time. One day she will 
be on her own - forever.

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Town snowmobile 
bylaw revised

Snowmobiling is a popular winter sport, especially in 
rural areas like Didsbury. 

But, snowmobile bylaws have been slow to keep up with 
the growing popularity. 

The Didsbury bylaw enforcement officer, Robert Wigg 
and the local RCMP have been pouring over a number of old 
bylaws trying to update them to current practices and 
standards, and when the came across the snowmobile bylaw 
written in the late 70s they were surprised to find some 
interesting articles. 

"We noted a glaring problem with this bylaw," Wigg told 
council last Wednesday. 

That problem was that it allowed for snowmobiling on the 
golf course butte, something that the town nor the golf 
course wanted. 

"While we've taken that out, we've actually made a few 
things easier," he said. In the old bylaw, the speed limit for 
snowmobiles was 16 kilometres per hour and were only 
allowed to be taken through alleyways. 

Revisions were made to the bylaw to exclude the butte but 
changed the wording to say that snowmobiling in town is 
only allowed on alleyways and streets that are a direct route 
out of town at a speed limit of 20 kilometres per hour. 

Coun. Cheryl Dahl told council that she had received a 
couple of phone calls regarding the possible changes. She 
said one resident was concerned that the bylaw would be 
changed so that no snowmobiling at all would be allowed 
within the town limits even if it was just to get out of town 
limits to a proper location. 

Wigg and Dahl felt that the resident's concerns had been 
addressed and the new bylaw had actually made it more 
convenient for people to get out of town, while making it 
clear that pleasure riding in town was not permitted. 

The bylaw was presented to council for three readings and 
was passed unanimously. However, Wigg made it clear that 
if residents wanted to have some input they may come to the 
protective services committee and suggest amendments. 


Business community supports hospital and town 
council’s determination to protect the facility

The Didsbury Chamber of 
Commerce says they are 100% 
behind the town council's role 
in fighting for the viability of 
the Didsbury Hospital. 

According to a letter pre¬ 
sented to council at their meet¬ 
ing last week, the Chamber holds 
the same concerns regarding 
the hospital review that is be¬ 
ing done at the local facility and 
how it might affect the outcome 
of the bed configurations. 

"With increasing growth in 
and around Didsbury, we need 
to sustain our health services," 
says the letter signed by Cham¬ 


ber of Commerce president 
Claude Baril. "Young families 
and retirees are choosing Dids¬ 
bury as their home, and with¬ 
out a large enough functioning 
acute care ward in out hospital 
we could easily lose one very 
important reason for their be¬ 
ing here in the first place." 

The Chamber is addressing 
the concern that the review, 
which is mandated by the prov¬ 
ince because the region has put 
in a request to build an addition 
to the existing long-term care 
facility, will examine the con¬ 
figuration and usage of the beds 
at the local hospital. 


According to region officials, 
the acute care portion of the 
hospital which is comprised of 
15 beds, is currently only run¬ 
ning at a 49% occupancy level. 
It is the concern of the town 
council, the chamber, and resi¬ 
dents that more acute care beds 
will be closed as a result of the 
review. 

Doctors in Didsbury have 
expressed their worry that with 
even less acute care beds, not 
only will it be hard to attract 
new doctors to Didsbury, but it 
will be hard to keep the existing 
physicians. 

The Chamber agrees. 


"Maintaining our number of 
exceptionally qualified health 
professionals in our rural com¬ 
munity is difficult as it is, with¬ 
out decreasing the number of 
acute care beds which to treat 
their patients." 

Jim Ramsbottom, CEO of 
RHA5 has said that the number 
of beds overall at the hospital 
will remain the same, no beds 
will be closed outright, but the 
configuration could be changed 
to move some acute care beds 
into other areas such as long 
term care. 

The Chamber also says in 
their letter that the hospitals in 


the province are bound to main¬ 
tain a certain number of beds in 
relation to the population it 
serves, with any decrease in 
acute care beds the chamber 
feels the local facility will fall 
short. 

The comments directed at 
the town council states, "The 
Didsbury and District Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce supports your 
challenge of acute care beds 
reductions at Didsbury and Dis¬ 
trict Health Services. We hope 
you succeed in your attempt to 
retail all acute care beds, and 
look forward to the day that 
beds are increased."

Now imagine this. The cowboys represent the Regional Health 
Authority and the frustrated members of the community of 
Didsbury. The ten paces are the widening gap of communication, 
and the bullets are the pent up gun powder of aggravation. 

The gun that fired in this duel was the region's, but they forget 
that there is still a bullet in the chamber of the community's pistol 
and it won't be long until the dying community reaches up with 
their last bit of fighting energy and injures the smug health region 
cowboy who is walking away. 

This analogy came to mind when the local MLA, who was booed 
by the crowd at the meeting complained that those in attendance 
had come "with loaded guns." This is true. However, the problem 
is that the gun was loaded with suspicion and frustration two 
years ago when the region sluffed off the concerns of local 
residents and the local MLA did little to calm the situation other 
than to stand behind the health board. The chamber was not 
emptied by answering community concerns two years ago, and by 
the way those people at that meeting were treated and again 
sluffed off put another bullet in the chamber. 

The problem did not begin with the crowd in my opinion. It 
began with the misleading advertising that was placed in local 
newspapers that eluded to a free and open meeting. The ad was 
written and placed by RHA5, not the newspapers however both 
the MLA and Jim Ramsbottom, the health region's CEO con¬ 
stantly blamed the newspaper for misleading the public Not true. 
Worse yet, when they tried to force an agenda, it ended in pure and 
utter frustration. The only time the CEO of the region and the 
MLA come together to actually visit Didsbury and they don’t want 
to hear what they don't want to face. People want answers and due 
to the inability of the health region administration to answer any 
question straight up, they set themselves up for the duel. 

Communication seems to be the politically correct scapegoat 
these days, but in our region's it is the only one that makes sense. 
Just wait until the community is fuming mad because you don't 
answer any questions unless it is with some kind of political hat 
dance. 

Okay, fair enough, the meeting was meant for a different 
purpose but I saw two solutions. Ramsbottom said that the 
meeting was not the place or time, so give us a place and a time 
or at least a commitment to find a place and time to give the 
community a chance to lay all their cards on the table, and the 
meeting probably would have rolled along without many interrup¬ 
tions because at least they would have known that there was some 
commitment, some recognition that they were not yelling loudly 
into a deaf ear. 

When Jim Ramsbottom was asked if the community would ever 
have a chance to vent before they get ready to fire their pistol he 
once again dodged the issue not being specific enough to even 
commit to a possibility. 

The other solution would have been to give them a chance right 
then and there, and then let the second part of the meeting run a 
little late. Many of the people at this meeting were seniors who had 
to make an effort either to find transportation or to be agile 
enough to make it to the meeting, and then to find out they were 
once again not going to be heard, had to be defeating. 

The thing that is ironic is that one of the senior's issues that 
was on the forced agenda for the review was being sure seniors 
are being listened to in the province, and then the authorities of 
that very government and the local region turn around and tell 
them and the rest of the community to shut up. It might have 
worked this time but not for long.

Vanda Agencies, Mugs Cof¬ 
fee House and old Union Bank

Mugs Coffee House is located 
at 1910 Main Street and is 
owned and operated by Penny 
Dolha.

We re¬ 
paired the metal cornice on the 
building, restored the finial 
brackets on each end of the 
cornice, repaired some masonry 
and painted and 
provided signage.

Common fa¬ 
cades are typical in Alberta and 
especially in areas where major 
fires have occurred. As build¬ 
ings are quickly rebuilt it is 
convenient for groups of sepa¬ 
rate buildings to nevertheless 
share front support pillars and 
masonry dividing walls and 
therefore to share a common 
front. Another example of this 
architectural feature is where 
the Klinck Block (now the Elks 
Hall) and the Burnside Build¬ 
ing (home to Potentials Wom¬ 
en's Wear) meet - they share 
their upper facade. 

The Union Bank building oc¬ 
cupies the very visible corner at 
20th Ave. and 20th (Main) Street. 
The building was built in 1905 
and occupied by the Union Bank 
of Canada in 1906 and later the 
Bank of Montreal. The site 
housed the County Building and 
the Library and now houses re¬ 
tail and service businesses. The 
building itself is built of cast 
concrete blocks (not sandstone 
as some have believed)-you can 
see repeating patterns from block 
to block where a piece of the 
wooden mold left its impression. 
It is designed in a subdued Ed¬ 
wardian Classical architectural 
style not untypical of western 


bank buildings at the time. This 
building is the only downtown 
building to survive the fires of 
1910, 1913-14 and 1924. 

Nineteen ninety nine prom¬ 
ises to be our busiest season yet 
with nearly the entire season 
already planned. Look forward 
to seeing renovations to Shear 
Ecstasy, the Burnside Building 
(Potential site), the Old Boot and 
Cactus/Ribbons and Bows and 
further changes to the Union 
Bank project. We also have sev¬ 
eral potential projects in waiting 
to fill out the season and the 
summer of 2000. 

Our marketing program con¬ 
tinues for 1999. Downtown will 
feature several promotions 
through the year starting in a 
few weeks with the semi-annual 
Half Day - Half Price sale. The 
Trade Show is set for April and 
Main Street Daze will again run 
on the Saturday immediately 
prior to Father's Day. This June 
will also see the Alberta Seniors 
Games in Olds and Didsbury and 
you can bet that plenty of activi¬ 
ties will be happening for this 
major undertaking. The second 
Half Day - Half Price sale is 
slated for the Agricultural Fair 
and Rodeo weekend. 

Midnight Madness in 1998 saw 
the beginnings of a theme for 
celebrating Christmas with "Old 
Tyme Christmas" featuring street 
decorations. The Midnight Mad¬ 
ness Committee was able to se¬ 
cure seed funding from the Town 
and the Chamber and we were 
very happy to see so many busi¬ 
nesses and residences pick up on 
the theme. For 1999 we hope to 
expand the program to more 
downtown areas. Donations to¬ 
wards putting up these unique 
decorations are always welcome 
by the Midnight Madness Com¬ 
mittee. Everyone who partici¬ 
pated this past year in making 
this special Christmas theme a 
reality are to be commended.

Dear Editor, 

Trust your government, or 
in this case, the CWB for the 
best price for your commodity 
(wheat and barley). For over 50 
years now, the Canadian farmer 
has been passively allowing the 
CWB to extort his grain. What 
began as a War Act to stabilize 
grain prices in WWII still ex¬ 
ists today as a monopoly on 
wheat and barley. 

A group of so called radical 
farmers known as "Farmers for 
Justice" members, lost their 
blind faith in the CWB and it 
was decided that the law should 
be tested. The most basic, fun¬ 
damental belief of this group is 
that the commodity that they 
produce belongs to the pro¬ 
ducer, not the government. 
This radical way of thinking is 
contrary to current practises. 
The CWB forces the farmer to 
deliver his wheat or barley to 
an agent of the CWB, buy his 
product back from the CWB at 
an inflated price (a hidden tax 
or fee to obtain a CWB export 
permit), then and only then can 
the producer export the prod¬ 
uct. This complex scheme is 
known as the "Buy-Back Pro¬ 
gram”. Farmers for Justice 
members call this extortion. 

The CWB gives the illusion 
that their main priority is get¬ 
ting the best price possible for 
your wheat and barley, a price 
that you as an individual is in¬ 
capable of matching. It has even 
become apparent to U.S. farm¬ 
ers how the CWB has effectively 
depressed their grain prices by 
undercutting the going market 
prices. This is the government 


agency we are forced to put our 
trust into to get us the best 
price possible for our grain. 
Grain prices rise and fall-that 
is the nature of the market. It 
seems apparent that the CWB 
has little interest in getting us 
the best price possible for our 
grain and is even less effective 
in sheltering the farmer from 
feeling the effects of a bearish 
market. One must then won¬ 
der exactly what the role of the 
CWB is. Since we are forced to 
deal with the CWB, the least 
they can provide is full disclo¬ 
sure and accountability for 
their actions. Conveniently, the 
CWBs books are closed. Even if 
you wanted to see the books 
from 50 years ago they claim 
that by releasing such infor¬ 
mation will hurt their market¬ 
ing strategy. I wonder if you 
listen really closely while pass¬ 
ing the CWB head office in Win¬ 
nipeg if you might hear the 
unmistakable hum of paper 
shredders. 

The first of the border dem¬ 
onstrations began in 1995. It 
was decided by the group to 
follow free trade practices and 
export wheat or barley to the 
United States as they would 
any other commodity. The out¬ 
come was devastating! What 
first started out as a CWB issue 
became a Canada customs is¬ 
sue. Charges against the farm¬ 
ers were quickly laid. It soon 
became very apparent how po¬ 
litical the situation was get¬ 
ting. Lawyers who were once 
very optimistic in defeating the 
CWB and who were retained to 
file Constitutional Challenges 


on behalf of Farmers for Jus¬ 
tice members, became only in¬ 
terested in obtaining guilty 
pleas from the farmers. In some 
instances, when the lawyers 
failed to get guilty pleas from 
the farmer they were quick to 
withdraw as council. For this 
reason many farmers were 
forced to represent themselves 
in court. It cannot be stressed 
enough how valuable Dan 
Creighton (acting legal agent) 
has been for the group. Al¬ 
though with apparent success 
in the Saskatchewan trials (out¬ 
come still pending) the Mani¬ 
toba courts have been less than 
accepting of Mr. Creighton's in¬ 
volvement. 

The Western Canadian 
farmer has been abiding by the 
totalitarian rule of the CWB 
long enough. It is time that we 
were allowed to join the rest of 
Canada and enjoy the freedom 
to exercise our right to free 
trade in true Canadian fash¬ 
ion. The farm crises surely 
would not be as severe if the 
producer was able to freely mar¬ 
ket his own commodity as he 
sees fit. If that producer feels 
this can be achieved by a dual 
market then the right should 
not be denied. If it is, then in¬ 
stead of calling ourselves a 
Democratic Country let's call it 
what it really is. 

If we fail today in achieving 
Dual Marketing for wheat and 
barley, be assured, we will suc¬ 
ceed tomorrow, and it will be 
one glorious day in history 
when the monopoly is broken.

Recycling the agreement 

The Didsbury Lion’s Club 
is struggling each month to 
make their recycling depot 
project viable. According to 
Wes Yeoman, town director of 
operating services, the Lion's 
run the depot with volunteers 
and receive a portion of the 
funds generated by the sale of 
the recyclable material. 

However, says Yeoman, 
"Due to the extremely poor 
market for recyclable materi¬ 
als which has continued to 
decline since the signing of the 
last agreement, the Didsbury 
Lion’s Club has formally asked 
for an increase in their divi¬ 
sionary credits received from 
the town." 

The Club is presently re¬ 
ceiving $20 per tonne, which 
is no longer enough to make 
the present operation viable, 
especially when it relates to 
paper materials. The Lion's 
requested that the credit paid 
to them for paper materials be 
increased to $40 per metric 
tonne for all paper, and that 
the already existing rate of 
$40 for plastics, metals, and 
mixed waste paper remain at

"When 
children cannot read parents 
and teachers usually get blamed; 
when adults cannot read, they 
get blamed themselves. I am 
pleased the film avoids laying 
blame because it will force peo¬ 
ple to think about this issue in 
new ways." 

The program will include 
eight one-minute family literacy 
information pieces which ex¬ 
plores family literacy and offers 
viewers tips on making their 
home literacy-friendly.

Some of the proposals have included signs inside the lockers 
telling people to lock up their valuables. Locks are available to 
rent from the Aquatic Centre. As well as when a theft does 
occur restricting entry and exit from the centre to keep the 
culprit from getting away. 

A large number of thefts have been perpetrated by children 
under 13 at the centre. Under the law a child has to be 13 and 
over to charge. However the Aquatic Centre has found they are 
within their rights to ban a child for their first offence a 
minimum of three months from the facility. If they reoffend the 
ban may be banned indefinitely. Along with the ban a letter is 
sent to the child and the child’s parents to inform them of the 
crime. 

'We want people to know that we are acknowledging the 
problem," said Hunter. 'We also want parents to work with 
their kids if a problem occurs." 

Hunter also said that she wants to see all the children in the 
community be able to use the facility, if they respect the facility.

Without the Rosebud Health Foundation the Dids- 
bury Hospital would have a hard time fulfilling its 
wish list of items that enhance patient care and 
service not covered by the money it receives from the 
province. 

But thanks to Millie Lennox and the rest of the 
board of directors on the Rosebud Health Foundation 
the hospital has been able to get those extra items that 
can make a patient's care so much better. 

"The goal of the Rosebud Health Foundation was 
to provide a funding vehicle for programs and equip¬ 
ment to enhance healthcare," said Lennox. 

The Rosebud Health Foundation has been in existence since 1966. Lennox and two other board 
members have been on the board since its inception. 

"Bill Cowan and Douglas Waite asked me to join them in 1966, and I have been involved ever 
since," said Lennox. 

Cowan and Waite were former hospital board members. 

The current board of directors has seven voting members as well as representatives from medical 
and non-medical staff. 

The way the foundation works is that it is actually a registered charity. This means that donors 
can claim their donations for tax purposes. But more importantly their money goes to help the 
hospital in the best way possible. 

Most recently the foundation has been able to purchase an alternating pressure mattress, a 
highly sophisticated mattress for patients in palliative care; a pediatric bed, and a medela scale, 
which is a portable scale used to weigh new bom babies.

Project to capture heart and soul of community

On a warm summer's night 
the town gathered around, 
young, old and everyone in 
between had to come into the 
streets of Didsbury for the 
same reason - they wanted to 
see the renowned elevator 
movie playing on the side of 
the white elevator downtown. 

Today it is many years later. 
The elevator has been removed, 
and the gatherings have 
stopped, but the memory has 
lived on. It just won't die, peo¬ 
ple still talk about the eleva¬ 
tor movies and new residents 
won't be in town for long be¬ 
fore someone wistfully recalls 
the atmosphere they used to 
create. 

Because the idea has never 
officially died, perhaps there 
is still a chance to revive the 
creature. That is what a local 
group is hoping. 

But, there isn't an elevator 


to project the movie onto any 
more. 

That is where the creative 
minds are coming together. 

What if the town came to¬ 
gether to build an elevator, or 
at least the outline of one. 

"It seemed like a natural fit 
throwing all of the sentimen¬ 
tality and realities into one 
basket," says Gene Hartmann 
who has worked hard with 
other interested members of 
the community to spearhead 
the idea. 

One idea has lead to an¬ 
other and now there is an art¬ 
ists' conception of what the 
structure would look like. It 
would not only preserve the 
nostalgia surrounding the el¬ 
evator movies, but would also 
preserve the memory of the 
structure of the elevator that 
is so much a part of the iden¬ 
tity of small town Alberta and 
the heartbeat of agricultural 


communities. 

In a letter from the Tour¬ 
ism and Economic Develop¬ 
ment Board, who have en¬ 
dorsed the project, it states, 
"Didsbury's history is one that 
centres on the importance of 
agriculture. The most obvious 
symbol of this heritage are the 
majestic grain elevators that 
for so long defined the skyline 
of Didsbury and western 
Canada." 

The proposal, which is still 
in its infancy, is to erect a 
structure that is basically 
built with steel poles that cre¬ 
ate the frame of the shape of 
an old time elevator (see illus¬ 
tration). 

The proposed location is 
where the gazebo presently 
sits, and the gazebo could be 
moved to where it might get 
more use. Having the elevator 
right next door to the train 
station, Hartmann says it 


brings a continuity to the at¬ 
mosphere of downtown. 

The hope is that it would be 
built with the capability to 
have a screen rolled across the 
front of it, where the legend of 
the elevators movies could re¬ 
turn. 

But, not only would the mov¬ 
ies return, but the pride and 
heritage that the elevators 
brought to communities such 
as this one. 

So, the idea has been given 
birth, the next step was to 
examine the actual feasibility 
of the task. A number of skilled 
individuals were contacted 
about the logistics of such a 
structure. Our Mainstreet ar¬ 
chitect was commissioned to 
draw a conceptual outline. 
However, what might be the 
most important is the support 
of the community. 

The TEC board has issued a 
letter vocalizing its support of 


the project, which they say 
would be like permanently 
marking the turn of the mil¬ 
lennium and the future with a 
symbol of the past. The Dids¬ 
bury town council has been 
presented with the idea and 
have issued not only their sup¬ 
port but expressed enthusi¬ 
asm. 

The Didsbury Main Street 
Programme finds that it fits 
into the niche that Didsbury 
is falling into as a historical 
place. 

The Chamber of Commerce 
is certainly intrigued by the 
concept and wants it to be 
pursued. 

Great idea. Feasibility. Com¬ 
munity enthusiasm. All the 
makings of a project that will 
capture everything that is 
Didsbury. 

"It is all a part of the search 
for Didsbury's uniqueness," 
says Hartmann.

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Canadian grain 
guidelines under 
discussion 

The Canadian Grain Commission today issued a discussion 
paper entitled Identity Preserved Systems in the Canadian Grain 
Industry. Prepared with the assistance of a committee of farmers, 
seed growers, plant breeders, grain handlers, and marketers, the 
paper describes the measures that should be taken to handle grain 
varieties that are not visually distinguishable from one another. 

The existing grain handling system has come under pressure for 
change because it is designed primarily to handle grains whose 
identity is determined through visual inspection. It is not suited to 
handling grain varieties which can only be distinguished using 
relatively slow and expensive technology. A well-functioning 
system to segregate different varieties by a non-visual method 
would broaden the choices available to producers, plant breeders 
and marketers. 

“The bulk grain handling system has served us well, but I 
believe that the industry agrees that we must adapt the system to 
be responsive to new opportunities,” said Barry Senft, president 
and chief commissioner of the Canadian Grain Commission. 

“Designing a cost-effective system that can accommodate visu¬ 
ally indistinguishable grain varieties will challenge all stakehold¬ 
ers,” Senft said, “and demand a higher level of accountability 
throughout the system, from the farmer to the marketer.” 

Numerous organizations have called, in recent years, for the 
development of an identity preservation system for the grain 
industry. The CGC is circulating the paper widely, and is asking 
all interested parties to comment by March 26, 1999. The Commis¬ 
sion hopes to have guidelines in place by the end of May, 1999.

Each year. Statistics 
Canada pulls together sta¬ 
tistics that are one of the 
best sources of statistical 
information for the live¬ 
stock industry. 

"A new set of statistics 
is being prepared for re¬ 
lease in January 1999," 
says Doug Walkey, mar¬ 
ket specialist with Alberta 
Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development, 
Lacombe. "While the July 
1998 report isn't new, 
there are some big picture 
trends that should be 
taken note of. Knowing 
last year's emerging trends 
and then comparing the 
July 1998 report with the 
January 1999 report will 
be an excellent measure of 
the industry growth or 
contraction. Getting a 
handle on industry statis¬ 
tics during 1998 is the first 
step." 

The estimated total 
number of cattle and 
calves on Alberta farms 
on July, 1998 was 5.55 
million head, down mar¬ 
ginally by 0.3% from 5.57 
million during July 1997. 
Canada reduced cattle 
numbers less than antici¬ 
pated between 1997 and 
1998 which means that 
there are still large num¬ 
bers of calves being mar¬ 
keted. 

"The largest percentage 
decline was in replacement 
beef heifers, 12.5% lower 
than in 1997," says 
Walkey. "Considering that 
heifers are more valuable 
for slaughter than as 
breeding stock, these num¬ 
bers aren't surprising.

The romance of the historic 
Canadian North comes alive this 
month at the Canmore Nordic 
Centre with the 16th annual 
running of the huskies. 

The Three Sisters Resorts Al¬ 
berta International Sled Dog 
Classic will cap off Canmore's 
annual two-week Winter Festi¬ 
val on Jan. 30 and 31 with more 
than 100 teams of mushers from 
across the continent sprinting 
for a total purse of $26,000 in 
what is now the largest event of 
its kind in western North 
America. 

Last year 70 mushers from as 
far away as Alaska and Califor¬ 
nia brought 110 teams a total of 
872 dogs to Canmore for the 
races, officially sanctioned by 
the Internationa] Sled Dog Rac¬ 
ing Association. This year or¬ 
ganizers anticipate those num¬ 
bers to increase. 

In addition to the Siberian 
Husky and Alaskan Malamute 
races, there's also a Skijoring 
race, in which entrants on skis 
are towed by one or two dogs 
tied to their waists, and a dem¬ 
onstration of the incredible abili¬ 
ties of highly trained Search and 
Rescue dogs. 

Sponsored entirely by local 
businesses such as Three Sis¬ 
ters Resorts, Devonian Proper¬ 
ties, Blends Coffee, Lafarge 
Canada and The Drake Inn, and 
run by an army of 200 local 
volunteers, the Sled Dog Classic 
is a great weekend for the whole 
family. There's no admission fee 
for spectators, but families are 
asked to please leave the family 
dog at home. 

In addition to watching the 
four-, six-, eight-, and 10-dog 
teams fly down the trails, spec¬ 
tators are treated to the hilarity 
of the annual Mayors' Challenge 
and the Mad Mushers Media 


Race, in which elected officials 
and journalists wrestle them¬ 
selves out of bulky sleeping bags, 
run a three-legged snowshoe 
race and then mush their own 
team of dogs around a short 
course in the Nordic Centre 
stadium. 

And kids can participate in 
what has become a Canmore 
institution-the Kid 'N' Mutt 
races. Helmeted youngsters 
race two by two down a short 
course, dragged on a Krazy 
Karpet by the family pet or one 
of the trained dogs provided for 
the event. It's fast and it's fun, 
but it's also extremely popular 
and entrants are asked to pre- 
register the week prior to the 
race by calling Cari-Ann 
Roberts at 678-5131. Prelimi¬ 
nary heats will be run on Jan. 
23 in the field beside the IGA on 
Railway Avenue, and finals will 
take place at the Nordic Centre 
during Saturday's (Jan. 30) Sled 
Dog Classic races. 

Throughout the weekend 
spectators can visit the Bark¬ 
ing Lot and meet the majestic 
dogs and their masters as they 
harness up or cool down pre- 
and post-race.

Tighter 

supplies 

The new year brings with it 
brighter prospects for at least one 
segment of agriculture. 

Canadian cattle producers can 
anticipate higher prices in 1999. 
A three year liquidation in the 
North American industry, which 
has reduced numbers between 
four and five pier cent, has led to 
an indication producers are re¬ 
taining more heifers. 

Dennis Laycraft, executive vice 
president of the Canadian Cattle¬ 
man's Association (CCA), says this 
means beef supplies will be tighter 
in 1999 which indicated some price 
improvement. He adds, "There are 
very large supplies of piork and 
very low hog prices that will tend 
to put a lid on things a certain 
amount, but overall conditions 
appear to be improving for cattle 
prices." 

Pointing out there are mitigat¬ 
ing factors involving trade issues 
with the United States, Laycraft 
explains, "If we see some improve¬ 
ment in prices there's nothing like 
better prices to improve people’s 
attitudes down there." 

The combination of tighter beef 
cattle supplies this year and in¬ 
creased capacity at the Alberta 
Lakeside IBP plant will result in 
fewer live cattle but increased beef 
expjorts to the U.S." This, con¬ 
cludes Laycraft, "will tend to re¬ 
duce the sensitivity associated 
with the visibility of cattle liners."
